League of Nation's Perma- 


nent Court of Justice to 


Have Fifteen Judges 


I-Q.N'DOX. Sept. 15.—The 
headquar- 


ters of -tlie League of Nations yestor- 
day made public the text of the proj- 
ect for a permanent court 
of 
Inter- 


national Justice, as adopted 
by 
The 


Hague committee of Jurists, of whHh 
Klihu Root was a member, with a let. 
ter from the council of the league lo 
all governments which have 
cntereil 


the'I^eague of Nations. 


The council of the league in its let- 


ter to the government says: 


"The council do not propose to ex- 


press any opinion on the merits of tho 
scheme until they have had a full 03. 
porlunlty of considering It." 


It states, however, that the project 


was prepared hy a 
mosl . competent 


rlbnnal representing widely different 
national points of view. 
It adds: 


"The council would regard an irre- 


concilable difference of opinion on the 
merits of the scheme as an Internd- 
ional misfortune of lhe gravest kind 
t would mean that (ho 
league was 


publicly compelled to admit its inca- 
pacity lo carry out one of the most 
mportant of the tasks which it was 
nviled to perform. The failure wouid 
bo great and 
probably 
Irreparable; 


, If agreement 
proves Impossible 


under circumstances apparently so fa- 
vorable, It Is hard to see how and 
when the task of securing it will he 
successfully resumed."
